SIR, 

MY  Letter  to  you,  dated  the  Fif- 
teenth of  July  laf]-,  and  entitled, 
Liberty  and  Trofcrty^  has  made 
a  pretty  deal  of  Noife  in  Town:  Though 
there  have  been  Endeavours  ufcd  to  prevent 

B  the 
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the  Sale  of  it,  by   threatning   the  Publifher, 
^ind    feveral  of  the   Chief  Pamphlet-Shops, 
it  has    already   run   through   four  Editions, 
andj  I  believe,  will  fee  a  Fifth.     I  confefs, 
1  am    pleafed    to    find    that    my  Country- 
men  have  ftill  fo  much    Spirit  left  among 
them,  that  they  feem  to  deteft  all  Defigns, 
whether   publick  or  private,  which  ftrike  at 
the    very   Root   of  Liberty   and  ^ro^ertyy 
by  endeavouring  to  take  from  us  the  Liberty 
of  the  Trefs.     Though  fuch  Methods  were 
taken  during  the  laft  Seffion  of  Parliament, 
that  none  of  the  Bookfellers  in  Wejimiujier- 
Hall  (\ui^pnblickly  expofe  to  Sale  my  Me- 
moirs of  the  Life  and  Qhara^er  of  the  late 
Earl  of   Orrery,   and  the   Family   of  the 
Boyles,  I  very  much  queftion  whether  thofe 
Methods  prevented  the  Sale  of  two  hundred 
Books.      The   Defign    of  taking   away  the 
Liberty   of  the  Trefs^  is   fo  very  mean^  fb 
ivickedj  and  fo  odious^    that  I  find  no  People 
care  to   confefs,   that  they  ever  had,  or  ftill 
have,  any  fuch  Defign  j  but  I  may,  perhaps,

at  a  proper  Seafon,  lay  before  the  Publick 
feveral  plain  Matters  of  Faci^  together 
with  mcontcjiable  proofs  of  thofc  Matters 
of  FaCt^  by  which,  I  believe  it  will  appear, 
even  to  a  T)emonflratton^  whether  there  has, 
or  has  not  been  fuch  a  Defign. 

Though  fuch  a  Defign  is  highly  wicked, 
whether  carried  on  by  Tories^  or  by  Men 
who  call  themfelves  Wh'iggs^  yet  I  ihall 
make  no  Scruple  to  fay,  that  it  is  much  moft 
infamous,  and  moft  likely  to  fucceed,  when 
carried  on  by  the  latter.  The  Men  called 
Tories^  have  been  fo  confidently  charged 
with  holding  fome  Principles  contrary  to  Lu 
bcrty^  that  whenever  they  are  in  Power^ 
a  great  Number  of  the  true  Lovers  of  Li- 
berty are  upon  their  Guard  againft  them. 
On  the  contrary,  moft  Men  who  call  them- 
.ielves  JVh'iggs^  have  made  fuch  loud,  and 
conftant  Profcflicns,  in  Behalf  of  Libert)^ 
that  a  good  Part  of  the  World  believed  them 
fincere  :  Should  fuch  Men  therefore  ever  un- 
B  2  dertake 
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dertake  to  deftroy  Liberty  and  Tro^erty^ 
the  Danger  would  be,  left  they  ihould  ac- 
complilh  their  Defign  before  a  great  many 
honeft  Men  would  even  fufped  what  they 
were  about.  In  lliort,  I  take  Liberty  to  be 
in  as  much  more  Danger  from  2l  pretended 
JVhtggy  than  from  a  repitedTory ;  as  the  Life 
of  a  brave  Man  may  be  more  eafily  taken  from 
him  by  the  dagger  of  an  Ajfajfme^  than  by 
the  Sword  of  an  open  Enemy  :  In  the  latter 
Cafe,  he  ftands  upon  his  Guard,  and  has,  ge- 
nerally ipeaking,  fair  'Play  for  his  Life ;  in 
the  other  Cafe,  the  Villain  has  commonly 
reached  his  Heart,  before  he  was  aware  of 
him  j  fo  that  he  can  only  fetch  a  Groan,  and 
expire. 

I  CANNOT,  however,  omit  faying  in  this 
Place,  That  having  at  prefent  converfed  with 
fome  of  the  wifeft  and  greateft  Men  of  all 
Denominations  and  Parties,  I  have,  to  my 
great  Surprize,  found  that  their  Notions  of 
Government  have  been   entirely  the  fame : 

They 
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They  have  every  one  of  them  expreffcd  the 
fame  AfFedion  for  their  Country,  the  fame 
Love  of  Liberty^  and  the  lame  Deteftation 
and  Abhorrence  of  Slavery, 

I  SHALL  therefore  make  no  Scruple  to  pro- 
nounce, that  the  boneji  and  fenfible  Part  of 
the  Nation  are  one  and  all,  of  the  fame 
Opinion  ;  and  that  the  Diftindion  of  Whigg 
and  Tory  is  only  kept  up,  either  by  an  incon- 
Cdcrable  Number  of  Enthufiafts,  in  all  Re- 
fpeds  too  contemptible  to  be  taken  Notice 
of;  or  by  a  Pack  of  Knaves^  who  would  be 
Tyrants^  and  hope  to  raife  immenfe  Fortunes 
out  of  the  Cofifufions  and  Calamities  of  their 
native  Country, 

My  laft  Letter  to  you,  Sir,  entitled, 
(and  I  hope  very  juftly,)  Liberty  and 
Property ^  has,  I  find,  convinced  the  Pub- 
lick,  that  both  with  Refped  to  my  Li- 
berty and  Troperty^  I  have  met  with 
moft  extraordinary  Ufiigc.  I  have  the  Plea- 
fure  likewifc    to  obfcrve,   that  no  Engl'ifjj^ 

B  I  man 
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ff!a7i  is  fo  much  a  Fool,  as  to  fancy,  that  he 
is  no  way  concerned  in  the  Contents  of  that 
Letter,  becaufe  they  chiefly  relate  to  fuch 
Oppreffions  as  I  have  fufFered.  However 
worthlefs  I  am,  the  fame  Methods  which  are 
taken  to  ruin  me,  (if  they  pafs  itncenftired 
and  unexpojed^  may  one  Day  be  employed 
to  deftroy  the  beft  and  moft  valuable  Men 
in  Great  Britain^  None  of  my  Fellow- 
Subjeds  can  tell,  but  what  is  7ny  Cafe  to 
Tiay^  may  be  his  own  to  Morroiz'.  It  is  cer- 
tainly high  Time  for  every  Englifljman  to 
look  about  him,  and  to  confider  upon  how 
bleffed  a  Foot  his  own  Liberty  and  'Proper- 
ty Hand,  when  his  next  Neighbour'^s  Houfe 
is  already  on  Fire.  A  Latin  Poet,  who 
was  looked  upon  to  be  one  of  the  wifeft 
and  grcateft  Men  of  the  Age  in  which  he 
lived,  exprcfly  lays  it  down  to  us  as  a 
Maxim. 

Turn  tim  res  agitur  paries  cum  proximus  ardet. 

Though 
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Though  it  Is  but  about  a  Month  ago 
that  my  laft  Letter  to  you  was  publifliedj  yet 
fince  the  Publication  of  that  Letter,  my 
Friends  are  of  Opinion,  that  fo  barbarous  an 
Attempt,  in  direcl  Defiance  of  the  Law, 
has  been  made  both  upon  my  Life  and  Li- 
bertyy  that  I  ought  to  acquaint  the  World 
with  it :  I  fhall  therefore,  without  far- 
ther Ceremony,  give  you  a  plain  Account 
of  it,  and  am  fully  perfwaded,  that  you  will 
think  this  little  Pamphlet  a  proper  Second 
^art  to  my  Firfi  Letter, 

Havikg  put  myfclf,  as  I  thought,  out  of 
the  Power  of  fuch  Perfons  as  were  purfuing 
me  for  pretended  Debts,  and  taken  the  beft 
Methods  I  could  to  fecure  myfclf  againft 
any  future  Attacks  of  that  Nature,  I  took 
Lodgings  about  a  Month  fmce  near  the  Cold 
Bathy  into  which  I  went  every  Day,  being 
advifed  i^o  to  do,  as  the  beft  Method  I  could 
take,  to  recover  the  Ufe  of  my  Limbs,  which 

B  4  I  had 
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I  had   loft    during  my  /?;/^,  and  1  think,  I 
may  fay,  moft   nnjuft  Confinement.     I  was 
informed    from    fevcral   Hands,    that   fome 
People    vvere  thoroughly  alarmed   to  hear  I 
had  recovered  my  Liberty j  notwithftanding 
all   the  unprecedented  Methods  which  had 
been  ufcd  to  run   me  into  a  Goal,  and  to  keep 
me  there  as  long  as  I  lived  :  I  muft  confcfs, 
however,  that  I  thought  myfelf  pretty  fecure 
againft    any   future  Attempts,    to  feize  and 
confine  my  ^erfon^  for  any  pretended  Debts  ; 
but  upon  the  26th  of  Auguft  laft,  being  on  a 
Eaturday^  and   about   One  o'  Clock  in  the 
Afternoon,  three  fhabby  Fellows,  a  Bailiff  and 
his  two  Followers,  came  into  my  Lodgings, 
and  told  nie  they  had  a  Writ  againft  me  fi-om 
the  Sheiiif  of  Middlefex.    I  demanded  to  fee 
their  Writ,  and  upon  Perufal  of  it,  found  it 
was  for  a  pretended  Debt  of  thirty  Pounds, 
at  the  Suit  of  a  Perfbn    to  whom  I  do  not 
owe  that   Sum  \    and   who,  I  humbly  con- 
ceive, has  no  legal  Right  to  fue  me  for  one 
Farthing.     I  told  the  Bailiff  thus  much  j  and 

that 
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that  I  was  very  well  alTured  the  Man  whofc 
Name  I  faw  in  the  Writ  durft  not  ]ook  me 
in  the  Face,  and  affirm  that  I  owed  him 
thirty  bounds  :  I  added,  however,  that  I 
was  fenfible  it  was  none  of  his  Bufinefs  to  en- 
quire into  all'thc  Particulars  of  this  Affair,  and 
therefore  I  only  defired  to  know  if  he  could 
read  Engli(h  ?  The  Fellow  told  me  he  could : 
Upon  which,  I  defired  he  would  read  the 
Words  at  the  Bottom  of  his  own  Warrant, 
which  as  is  ufual  in  all  Warrants  taken  out 
of  the  Sheriff's  Office,  were  to  this  Effect  : 
Before  you  arreft  the  'Defendants^  be-ji-are 
they  are  not  Embajfadours^  or  Embafjadottrs 
Servants  ;  or  any  otheri:;jfe  privileged  or 
^roteBed,'] 

When  the  Fellow  had  read  thefe  Words, 
I  told  him  that  his  Warrant  no  ways  af- 
eded  mc ;  and,  to  convince  him  that  it 
did  not,  I  acquainted  him,  that  I  was  the 
prefcnt  Earl  of  Orrery'' s  Secretary,  and 
(hewed  him  his  Lordfhip's  Prote<!ilion  of  my 
Terfon  as    fuch,  under  his  own   Hand   and 

Seal. 
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Seal.  The  late  Earl  o^  Orrery  had  fometimes 
fJL'O  Secretaries  ;  but  was  never  without  one. 
The  prefent  Earl  gave  me  this  Protection 
when  he  conftituted  me  his  Secretary^  about 
half  a  Year  fince,  to  the  End  that  I  might 
not  be  molefted  and  hindered  from  ferving 
him.  The  Fellow  told  me,  he  did  not  know 
whether  what  I  Ihewed  him  was  the  Earl 
of  Orrery  s  Hand  and  Seal.  I  replied,  I 
.  fnight  as  well  doubt  whether  what  he  fhewed 
me  was  the  Sheriff's  Warrant ;  however,  I 
told  him,  that  in  order  to  give  him  full  Sa^ 
tisfadion,  I  would,  if  he  pleafed,  fend  my 
Servant  either  with  himfelf,  or  one  of  his 
Followers,  to  his  Lordfhip^s  Chaplain^  or 
to  his  Servants  at  his  Houfe  in  T>owning- 
Street.  The  Bailiff  faid,  he  would  fend  to 
the  Plaintiff;  and  that  then  he  Ihould  know 
what  he  had  to  do.  I  told  him,  I  was  very- 
fur  e  that  iXicAIan  whom  he  called  the  Tlain- 
tiff^  would  not  have  the  Impudence  to  ap- 
pear, and  tell  me  to  my  Face  that  I  owed 
him  thirty  Totinds^  becaufe  there  were  fome 

Pcrfons 
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Perfons  in  the  Houfe,  who  could  prove  that 
[  did  not.  He  pretended,  however,  to  fend 
:o  the  Tlaint'if\  and  that  the  TlaintijfitVil 
Word,  he  would  come  to  us  immediately. 
[n  the  mean  time  I  gave  him  a  Glafs  of 
Wine  :  But  foon  after,  he  pretended  to  receive 
\fecondMejfagey  viz. that  the 7^/aifit}^f^\vou\d 
not  come  near  us,  but  ordered  him  to  fecure 
my  Per/on  at  his  ^er'U.  Upon  which,  he 
and  his  Followers  told  me,  that  if  I  would 
not  go  with  them  by  fair  Means ^  they 
would  take  me  out  of  my  Lodgings  hy Force. 

I  NEVER  yet  made  any  Refiftance  againft 
the  lea  ft  Appearance  of  a  legal  Authority  \ 
and  therefore  told  them,  they  fhould  have 
no  Occafion  to  ufe  Violence  \  that  I  was 
refolved  not  to  be  many  Hours  in  their 
Hands;  for  that  if  I  found  it  ncceffary,  I 
would  give  Bail  to  the  A^ion  \  and  that  the 
only  Favour  I  defired,  was  what  I  had  a 
Right  to  Infift  upon  by  the  late  Aci  of 
Parliaments    namely,   that   they  would  not 

hurry 
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hurry  me  into  a  filthy  Spimging-Houfe ^  but 
carry  me  to  fome  civil  and  reputable  Place, 
where  I  might  be  able  to  fend  for  my 
Friends^  and  where  they  need  not  be  cither 
ajhamed  or  afraid  to  come  to  nie.  I  named 
feveral  private  and  publick  Houfes^  and  of- 
fered to  go  to  any  of  them.  The  Bailiff 
firmly  promifed  me  that  I  fhould  go  to  one 
of  them,  which  was  a  publick  Houfe^  and 
lay  not  very  far  from  my  own  Lodgings. 

By  good  Fortune,  when  I  was  thus  arrelled, 
a  foreign  Gentleman  was  in  the  Room,  a 
Man  of  Honour  and  Reputation,  who  came 
to  dine  with  me.  When  this  Gentleman 
found  the  Bailiff  and  his  Followers  would 
have  me  out  of  my  Lodgings,  he  generoufly 
refolved  to  go  with  me  :  We  went  therefore 
all  together  to  that  fublick  Houfe^  where 
the  Bailiff  had  promifed  to  carry  me  ;  but 
when  we  came  to  the  Door,  the  Fellow  and 
his  Followers  told  me  plainly,  that  I fljould 
not  go  in  there,    I  urged  the  Tromife  which 

was 
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was  made  me  before  they  took  me  out  of  my 
Lodgings  ;  and  that  the  late  Afi  of  Tarlia- 
ment  impowered  any  Perlbn  who  was  arreilcd, 
to  go  to  any  convenient  Houle  of  his  oxz'ft 
choofing^  for  the  firRfour  and  twenty  Hours 
after  he  was  arrefted.  In  anfwer  to  thi^,  one 
of  the  Fellows  pufhed  me  along,  and  told 
me^  I  fhould  go  where  they  had  a  mind  to 
carry  me,  or  to  the  Sheriff's  publick  Office. 
From  this  Moment  I  began  to  fuipecl  that 
there  was  Ibmething  extraordinary  in  this 
Arreft,  and  that  the  Fellows  might  have 
fome  ///  ^efign  upon  me ;  I  therefore  de- 
fired  the  foreign  Gentleman  who  was  with 
me,  not  to  leave  me,  and  aUb  ordered  my 
own  Servant  to  flick  clofe  to  mc.  Be- 
fore we  came  to  Holhorn^  the  Bailiffs 
would  have  carried  me  into  a  iittle  filthy 
Alley  i  I  refufed  to  go  into  it,  and  in- 
filled upon  their  carrying  me  to  (^o.Sher'tjfs 
Office^  as  they  had  declared  they  would  do. 
I  was  in  hopes  of  obiaining  Jujiice^  or,  at 
leaft,  common  Civility^  in  that  Place.    With 

much 
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much  ado  I  perfuaded  them  to  go  with  me  ttf 
the  Office.     When  we  came  there,  we  found 
the  Office-Door   was  not  openedy    which,  I 
prefume,  they  very  well  knew  before    they 
let  me  go  there.     I  found,  however,  feveral 
People  attending,  who  afTured  me  the  Office 
would  foon    be  open.     Upon   hearing  this, 
the  Bailiffs  refufed  to  let  me  ftay  any  longer. 
I  demanded   of  them,  before   feveral    Wit- 
neffes,  to  let  me  fee  that  Claufe  in  the  Ad 
of  Parliament  pad  in  the  fecond  Tear  of  his 
prefent  Majefty's  Reign,  which  Claufe  every 
Bailiffs  or  other  Officer ^  is  exprefly  required 
and  commanded  by  the  faid  AB^  to  Ihew  and 
deliver  a  Copy  of,  to  every  Perfon  whom  he 
Ihall  arreft.     Upon  this  my    Demand,    the 
chief  Bailiff  put  a  fmall   Paper    into    my 
Hand,  which    was  fo   far  from    being   the 
Claufe  he   was  obliged    to  have  given   me 
by  the  late   A^  of  parliament  above  men- 
tioned j  entitled,  An  AH  for  the  Relief  of 
1)ebtorSy  "Joith  refpe^l  to  the  Imprifoument 
of  their  TerfonSy  that  it  w^as  no   Claufe  at 

all 
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all,  nor  even  any  ^Fart  of  a  Claufe  in  all 
the  faid  Ad.  It  was  fomething ///^^  a  Claufe 
in  another  A<9;  of  Parliament,  but  was  not  a 
true  Copy  even  of  that  Claufe  :  So  far  was 
it  from  being  a  true  Copy,  that  there  were 
fome  IVords  inferted  in  it  d'tre^ily  contrary  to 
the  Intent,  Meaning,  and  Defign  even  of  that 
Ad.  Such  an  infamous  Procedure,  and  vile 
Prevarication,  in  open  Defiance  of  two  A6is 
ofFarliament^  made  me  ftill  more  and  more 
apprehenfive  that  there  was  fomething  pretty 
extraordinary  defigned  againft  me  by  this 
Arrejl,  I  therefore  ftrongly  infiftcd,  as  I 
had  a  Right  to  do  by  the  late  A6i  of  Tar^ 
Itament^  that  I  might  go  to  fome  reputable 
Tavern  or  CofFee-Houfe  ;  but  was  told  by 
the  BailifFsj  that  unkfs  I  would  go  where 
they  had  refolved  to  carry  me,  they  would 
carry  me  that  moment  to  Ne^ojgate.  They 
fpoke  thefe  Words  in  fo  refolute  a  Manner, 
that  I  plainly  faw  they  were  determined  to 
do  what  they  faid.  I  nuifl:  own,  Sir,  the 
Name  of  Newgate  made  me  immediately  re- 
flect 
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fled  upon  Ibme  certain  Stories  which  I  have 
heard.  If  that  Place  is  not  moft  horridly  be- 
lied, there  has,  at  leaft  m  former  Times ^  been 
more  than  one  Murder  committed  within  its 
Walls  :  I  have  been  credibly  informed,  that 

when  Mr.  Ba ge  was  there,    he  told  a 

Member  of  a  certain  Committee^  (and  wept 
while  he  Ipoke  to  him)  that  if  fome  People 
did  but  fufped  he  was  going  to  tellTales^  he 
Ihould  not  live  till  the  next  Morning. 
Upon  thefe  Reflexions,  I  rather  chofe  to  go 
wherever  thofe  Fellows,  who  had  me  in 
their  Power,  thought  fit  to  convey  me,  than 
to  be  fhut  up  in  Newgate,  My  Keepers  car- 
ried me  into  Holborn  \  but  ftill  refufed  to 
let  me  go  into  any  refutable  Tavern  there, 
(and  fend  for  a  Friend)  tho'  I  propofed  fe- 
veral.  They  hurried  me  into  ^fiinking^fil. 
thy  Houfe^  at  the  lower  End  of  a  blind  Al- 
ley. The  very  Moment  I  fet  my  Foot  with- 
in the  Door,  an  ill-looked  Fellow  turned 
the  Key  upon  mc,  and  all  the  Bailiffs  ran 
away^    without  fpeaking  a  Word.     By  good 

Fortune 
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Fortune  my  Servant  ftuck  clofe  to  me,  nei- 
ther would  the  foreign  Gentleman,  who  was 
with  me  when  I  was  arrefted,  be  perfuaded 
to  leave  mc.     He    thought   there  muft  be 
fomething  extraordinary  in  this  Affair  '^  but 
was  infinitely  amazed  to  fee  that  a  Gentle- 
man could  be  ufcd  in   this  Manner,   under 
any  Pretence  whatever,  in  a  Country  where 
he  once   fancied  the  Inhabitants  had  fome 
little  Notion  of  a  certain  valuable  Blcfling, 
called  Libert-y^     The  Place  in  which  I  was 
locked  up,  was  kept  by  a  Bailiff's  IVidow. 
It  was,  in  every  Refped,  much  iz'orfe  than 
many  a  Goal,  though  it  had  all    the  Com- 
"flexion   of    a   Goal.     The  Windows   were 
rrated  mth  Irons,  and  the  Door  conftantly 
iept   by  an   ill-looked   Fellow,   whom  the 
Bailiff's  Widow  called  her  Turn-Key.    This 
rcUow,  by  his  own  Confcflion,  hud  lain  in  a 
aoal  for  fome  Years  ^  and,  if  I  may  believe 
.  Story  he  told  of  himfelf^  would  not  much 
cruple  to  commit  a  ^lurdcr.     I  was  thruft 
nto  a  ftinking  Room  with  a  lame  Fidler^ 

C  and 
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and  one  or  two  other  poor  Wretches,   who 
told  me  they  were  locked  up  there  before 
me.     A  Man  better  drclTcd   than  the  reft, 
came  to  me,    and  told  me  a  long   Story  of 
his  being   confined  for  having  been  a  Par- 
fon's  Security,  who  ran  away  from  his  Bail. 
He  pretended,  at  leaft,  that  he  had  read  fbmc 
of  my  Writings.    He  told  me  from  what  he 
had  heard  and  obferved^  that  there  muft  be 
fomething  more  than  ordinary  in  my  being 
arrefled,  and    brought  to  that  Houfc  ;   but 
added,  that  he  had  fo  great  a  Reffe^  for 
mc,  that  though  he  was  difchargcd  himfelfj 
he  was  refolved  to  lie  another  Night  in  the 
Houfc,  purely  for  my  fake;  that  if  I  pleafed 
I  ihould  have  half  of  his  Bed;   and  that  he 
would  take  Care    no  Body   fhould   do  me 
any  Harm.     I  muft  own  I  could  not  help 
fufpeding  fuch  'violent  Profefljons  of  Friend" 
jhij>  from  a  Man  I  never  faw  before ;    and 
even  my  Servant  could  not  forbear  wonder- 
ing that  any  Man  would  lie  a  Night  in  fuch 
a  ^Place^  who  could  lie  any  iz'here  elfe,     I 

refolved 
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Tefolved,  inftead  of  trufting  to  the  Care  of 
my  new  Friend,  to  take  the  beft  Care  I  could 
of  myfelf :  The  only  Favour  I  am  fure  he 
did  me,  was  to  borrow  a  Book  of  me,  which 
he  promifed  to  return  in  a  few  Hours,  but 
v/hich  I  have  never  feen  (ince.  I  may,  how- 
ever, perhaps,  be  too  fufpicious ;  the  Gentle- 
man might  forget  to  return  my  Book,  and 
might  he  honeft  and  fincere.  If  he  was,  I 
heartily  ask  his  Pardon  for  diftrufting  him. 
After  making  me  a  great  many  Compliments^ 
he  brought  me  a  little  Stick,  which  had  a 
Crown  upon  the  Top  of  it,  and  was  covered 
with  guilt  Leather  :  Upon  the  Leather  was 
the  Arms  of  England  between  the  two  Ca- 
pital Letters  G.  R.  which,  I  prefame,  ftood 
for  Georgius  Rex.  My  nem  Friend  pre- 
fented  me  with  this  little  Stick.,  and  told  me 
that  according  to  the  Cujtom  of  the  Houfe, 
he  muft  make  me  a  Conjlable.  Upon  my  de- 
claring, that  I  did  not  know  liis  Meaning,  my 
She-Goaler  informed  me,  that  it  was  the 
Cuflom  of  her  Houfe  \    that  the  laft  Perfcn 

C  1  who 
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who  was  /oc.i'e^  up  had  that  Stajf  refigned 
to  him,  and  was  made  a  Qonjlable  by  the 
Peribn  who  was  locked  up  immediately  be- 
fore him  5  and  that  the  new  Conftahle  always 
called  for  a  Crown  Bowl  of  Ttinch  to  wet 
his  Com?niJJio7i.  She  told  me,  every  Body 
complied  with  this  Cuftom  \  and  that  a  jolly 
Parfon,  who  was  in  her  Cuftody  but  a  few 
Days  before,  after  he  was  made  a  Conftable 
himfelf,  made  his  own  Wife  a  Confiabky 
and  had  two  Crown  Tunch-Bowls  within  an 
Hour  after  he  was  locked  up,  I  thought  it 
not  very  Politick,  in  my  prefent  Circum- 
stances, to  d'tfpute  what  my  Landlady  told 
me  was  tlie  Cufiom  of  her  Houfe  ;  though 
what  fhe  called  !P«//f/7  was  feme  of  the  worfl: 
Liquor  I  ever  tafted.  I  confefs,  that  I  could 
not  fee,  without  fonae  Indignation,  the  Arms 
ef  England^  and  the  facred  Hams  of  my 
Prince  proltituted  to  fuch  Purpofes  ;  and 
was  I  of  his  Ivl ajcfty's  Privy  Council 
Ihould  think  myfelf  obliged,  as  one  of  the 
Guardians  of  his  Honour^  to  let  him  know 
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to  what  infamous  Defigns  his  Name  is  made 
ufe  of:  I  dare  fay,  that  the  Cro'wn^  the  Br't- 
tijh  Arms  J  and  the  Royal  Name^  which  all 
appear  upon  the  Conjiables  Staff  I  have 
jult  dcfcribcd ,  makes  many  an  unhappy 
Wretch,  who  can  raife  but^fi^^  Shillings  in 
the  World,  lay  them  down,  to  anfwer  what 
he  takes  to  be  a  legal  'Demand  upon  him  ; 
fo  that  thofe  Cut-Throats^  who  keep  Spttng,- 
irg  Houfes  (and  who,  I  am  told,  have  all 
got  this  Cujiom  among  them)  do,  as  much 
as  in  them  lies,  make  the  King  himfelf  an 
Accom-^lice  in  their  Extortions.  Little  does 
his  Majefty  think  how  many  He  and  She 
Conftables  he  has  in  his  Dominions  :  And 
ihould  a  certain  old  Friend  of  mine  happen 
to  read  thefe  Sheets  (as  I  dare  fay  he  will) 
he  will  have  the  Mortification  to  find,  that 
in  fpite  of  all  his  Tower,  his  Malice,  and 
his  Arts^  I  have  been  put  into  a  Tofi, 

I  HAD,  however,  many  Reafons  to  defirc 
^0  ^uit  my  new  Efnfloyment  as  foon  as  pof. 

C  5  fiblc  j 
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fiblc ;  and  therefore  fent  to  my  Lord  Or- 
rgfy's  Servant,  who  has  the  Care  of  his 
Houfe  in  Town,  to  let  him  know  I  was  un- 
der Confinement.  The  Man  who,  I  believe, 
thinks  his  Lord  has  fome  little  Value  for 
his  Secretary^  came  immediately  to  me,  and 
alTured  mc  that  he  would  fpare  no  Pains  to 
deliver  me,  as  loon  as  poflible,  out  of  the 
dangerous  Hands  into  which  he  ftrongly 
fufpected  I  was  fallen. 

He  went  immediately  to  Mr.  Jufticc  For- 
tefiue^  (who  happened  to  be  in  Town,)  ac- 
quainted him  with  the  whole  Story,  and 
fhewcd  him  the  Earl  of  Orrery's  Protedion 
of  my  Terfon^  under  his  Lord  {hip's  Hand 
and  Seal.  The  Judge  asked  if  I  had  Ihewn 
that  Paper  to  the  Bailiff  who  had  arrefted 
me  ;  and,  being  affured  that  I  had,  imme- 
diately granted  a  Summons  for  the  Bailiff, 
the  Plaintiff,  and  his  Attorney^  to  attend 
him  at  his  Chambers,  on  the  Monday  fol- 
lowing,   at  Eleven  in    the  Forenoon,    and 

1  there 
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there  t©  fhew  Caufe  why  they  had  arr cited 
me,  and  why  I  fhould  not  be  d'lfcharged.  My 
Lord  Orrery's  Servant  brought  nic  the 
Summons^  figned  by  Mr.  Juftice  forte  fate; 
but,  upon  our  enquiring  where  the  Bailiff  who 
had  arreftcd  me  might  be  met  with,  in  or- 
der to  fervc  it  upon  him,  my  She-Goaler 
and  her  Turn-Key,  who  had  me  in  their 
Cuftody,  both  folemnly  declared,  that  they 
neither  knew  where  the  Bailiff  lived,  or 
where  he  was  to  be  found.  My  Landlady 
confefTed,  he  was  a  Fellow  of  a  very  bad 
Charader;  that  Ihc  believed  he  was  not 
worth  a  Groat  ;  and  that  before  he  took  up 
the  Name  of  a  Bailiff,  he  had  been  arretted 
himfclf  no  lefs  than  fix  feveral  times  in  one 
Day.  Upon  my  fending  to  a  Coffee-Houfe 
which  1  was  told  he  frequented,  the  People 
of  the  Houfc  owned  that  he  came  there  al- 
moft  every  Day  \  but  declared  that  they  did 
not  know  where  he  lived.  What  is  Hill 
more  extraordinary  was,  that  my  Servant 
met  one  of  his  Followers  in  the  Street,  who

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was 'with  him  when  he  arrefted  me,  and,  ask- 
ing this  Fellow  \vhere  his  Mafter  lived  or 
lodged,  the  Fellow  declared  he  did  not 
know  ;  and  added,  that  he  did  not  fo  much 
as  know  whether  he  was  a  BaiiifF,  or  not  ; 
but  knew  very  well  that  he  was  one  of  the 

greateft  R s  in  Eiigla7id.     When  we  faw 

we  could  net  come  at  this  EailifF,  or  pre- 
tended Ba'lifF,  we  refolved,  if  poffible,  to 
find  out  the  PiaiatifF  at  whofe  Suit  I  was 
nrreiled,  and  to  ferve  the  Judge's  Summons 
upon  him.  To  this  End,  my  Lord  Orrery'^ 
Servant  went  to  his  Shop,  which  is  in  an 
under-ground  Cellar  ;  but  the  Fellow  was 
not  there,  and  no  Body  either  could  or  would 
tell  where  he  was.  My  Lord's  Servant 
went  a  fecond  Time  to  his  Cellar,  tho'  it  was 
pretty  late  in  the  Night  ;  the  Fellow  wasftill 
no  where  to  be  found,  tho*  he  ufes  to  be  con^ 
ftantly  at  Home  upon  Saturday  Nights. 
My  Lord"'s  Servant,  however,  left  the 
Judge's  Summons  with  his  Wife,  and  told 
her,  that  it  might  poffibly  coft  her  Husband 

five 
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five  Pounds,  if  he  was  able  to  pay  fo  much, 
for  every  Hour  he  kept  me  in  Cuftody.  We 
did  not  know  even  the  Name  of  his  At- 
torney^ fo  that  we  could  not  look  after  that 
honeft  Gentleman.  When  my  Lord's  Ser- 
vant returned  thefecond  Time  from  the  Plain- 
tiff's Cellar,  it  was  pretty  late  on  Saturday 
the  26th  o^  Atiguji\2&.  Having  great  Reafon 
to  believe  that  both  the  BaiHfF  and  Plaintiff 
abfconded,  with  a  Defiga  to  keep  me  in 
Confinement  that  Night  ;  and  having  many 
Reafons  not  to  like  the  Place  I  was  in,  I 
called  the  Woman  of  the  Houfe,  acquainted 
her  with  my  Cafe,  and  that  I  could  neither 
find  the  Bailiff  or  the  Plaintiff,  to  ferve  the 
Judge's  Summons  upon  them :  I  told  her, 
I  was  locked  up  in  her  Houfe  diredly  con- 
trary to  Law^  and  in  open  Defiance  of  a 
late  A^  of  Parliament  :  I  thefore  demand- 
ed my  Liberty^  offered  to  pay  for  what  I 
had  had  in  her  Houfe  j  and  told  her,  if  fhc 
kept  me  any  longer  under  Confinement,  fhc 
might,  pcihaps;    be  called    to   an  Account 

for 
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for  it.  In  anfwer  to  this,  ftie  told  rac  re- 
folutely,  that  fince  the  Bailiffs  who  was 
her  Friend^  had  locked  me  up,  ftie  and 
her  Turn-Key  v/ould  take  Care  to  keep  me 
that  Night.  I  found  now  I  muft  fpend  the 
Night  in  the  filthy  Place  where  I  was  con- 
fined ;  but,  for  particular  Reafons,  was  in  no 
great  hafte  to  retire  to  my  Chamber.  I  kept 
feme  Perfons  with  me,  who  were  content  to 
drink  fuch  Liquor  as  my  Landlady  gave  us, 
as  long  as  I  decently  could  ;  and  obliged  my 
Landlady  her  felf,  for  a  particular  Reafon^ 
to  drink  with  us.  The  Dodrine  fhe  thought 
fit  to  inculcate  to  us,  was,  that  Bailiffs  were 
Fools  if  they  did  not  ftand  by  one  another ; 
and  that,  if  they  could  but  be  true  to  one 
another,  they  might  manage  Gentlemen  well 
enough,  in  fpite  of  the  late  Ad  of  Parlia- 
ment :  That  a  Bailiff,  who  underftood  his 
Bufmefs,  need  not  care  a  Fig  for  xh^  firft 
or  the  fecond  Summons  of  a  Judge ;  but  that 
upon  his  third  Summons,  indeed,  he  ought 
to  go  to  him,  and  hear  what  he  had  to  fay; 

At 
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\t  laft  I  was  conduced  to  my  Chamber; 
ipon  examining  which  I  found,  that  befides 
he  Door  which  went  into  it  from  the  Stairs, 
here  was  another  private  Door,  by  which  any 
iody  might  come  into  it  from  an  adjoining 
loom ;  and  that  I  could  not  faften  either  of 
hefe  Doors  on  the  Infide.  I  may,  perhaps, 
>e  more  fearful  than  another  Man  ^  however 
hat  be,  I  muft  frankly  own,  I  would  not 
lave  lain  one  Night  in  this  Chamber,  and 
n  this  Houfe,  alone  and  unarmed,  upon 
,ny  Confideration.  The  Bed  I  was  to  lie 
n  had  both  Bjigs  and  Lice  in  it ;  the  un- 
let Sheet  was  damf^  and  a  moft  horrid  Stink 
ame  in  at  the  Window.  I  got  two  Men, 
vhom  I  did  not  look  upon  to  be  Cowards^ 
,nd  in  whom  I  thought  I  could  confide,  to 
it  up  with  me  all  Night ;  befides  which,  a 
Friend,  who  thought  it  nccefTary,  conveyed 
ny  own  Sword  to  me. 

You  may  cafily  believe,  Sir,  that  I  did  noi 
leep  when  I  confidcred  my  prefcnt  Circum-

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llances  and  Situation:  The  Earl  of  Or  I 
rerys  Servant  was  with  me  early  the  neX| 
Morning  j  when  rcfolving  to  leave  no  Meaniit 
unattempted  to  get  myfclf  out  of  the  hoT'\ 
rid  Place  where  I  lay,  I  fent  him  to  Mr|f 
Juftice  Fcrtefcue^  with  the  following  Leti

I  DESIRED  my  Lord's  Servant  to  delis^er 
this  Letter  into  the  Judge's  own  Hand ;  but 
when  he  came  to  his  Houfe  he  found 
Mr.  Jun:ice  Forte fcue  was  gone  out  early 
in  the  Morning-  that  he  dined  with  a  feled 
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Company  about  ten  Miles  out  of  Town,  and 
was  not  expeded  home  till  late  at  Night ; 
fo  that  all  he  could  do  was  to  leave  my  Let- 
ter for  him,  with  a  ftrid  Charge  to  one  of 
his  Servants,  to  deliver  it  to  him  as  foon  as 
ever  he  came  home. 

When  1  heard  the  Judge  was  gone  out 
of  Town,  I  found  I  had  no  Remedy  but  '^Pa- 
tience \  and  began  to  apprehend,  that  I  fhould 
be  obliged  to  lie  another  Night  in  the  fame 
ftinking  Hole  where  I  was  confined  the  laji. 
The  more  I  faw,  both  of  the  Place,  and  the 
Company  that  frequented  it,thelefs  I  liked  it : 
Two  or  three  ilUlooked  Fellows  came  and 
talked  with  the  Turnkey  ;  and  I  over-heard 
one  of  them  fay.  This  wont  do :  I  never 
faw  a  Gentleman  in  my  Life  better  attended ; 
and  all  the  Teofle  about  him  do  whatever 
he  defires  them,  I  neither  do,  nor  did  under- 
hand the  Meaning  of  thefe  Words  j  how- 
ever, I  confefs  I  fo  ftrongly  fufpecled,  that 
C  was  lodged  in  a  very  Scurvy  Houfe,    that 

when 
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when  I  found  I  muft  pafs  another  Night  in 
it,  I  noc  only  got  two  Men  to  fit  up  with 
me,  as  I  had  done  the  Night  before,  but 
like  wife  got  a  couple  of  Dogs  into  my  Cham- 
ber, and  had  a  Brace  of  Pocket- Pillois  pri- 
vately conveyed  to  me,  which  I  took  care 
to  load  and  keep  by  me  :  Wc  were  not  dilr 
turbed  ^  but  I  could  no  more  fleep  this  Night 
than  the  Night  before. 

The  Earl  of  Orrery  Servant  called  upon- 
mc  again  the  next  Morning  before  he  went 
to  the  Judge's  Chambers:  When  he  came 
there,  the  Clerk  told  him  that  Mr.  Juftice 
Forte  fine  had  received  my  Letter,  but  could 
do  nothing  for  me,  bccaufe  the  Warrant  up- 
on which  I  was  arretted,  was  taken  out  of 
the  Kings  Bench  ;  in  which  Court  he  had 
no  Jurifdidion.  The  Clerk  added,  that  he 
did  not  doubt  but  the  Plaintiff,  his  Attorney, 
and  the  Bailiff,  would  now  attend,  becaufe 
they  knew  well  enough  that  all  the  Judges 
of  the  Khigs  Bench  were  out  of  Town  upon 
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their  Circuits,  and  that  his  Mafter  could  do 
nothing  for  me.  The  Clerk  guefled  right. 
The  Gentlemen,  or  at  leaft  the  Attorney 
and  the  Bailiffs  came  to  the  Judge's  Cham- 
bers. My  Lord  Orrery  s  Servant  dehred  of 
the  Attorney  to  know  his  Name  i  but  this  he 
refufed  to  tell ;  while  the  Bailiff  told  him  in  an 
infulting  Manner,  That  if  he  did  not  make 
hafte  to  me  J,  he  'would  be  'with  me  before 
him  J  and  carry  me  direBly  to  Newgate. 
Upon  my  hearing  this,  I  immediately  gave  the 
Names  of  two  Perfons,  who  offered  to  be 
my  Bail,  to  the  Turn  Key  i  but  he  told  me  he 
could  take  no  Bail  till  the  Bailiff  himfelf 
came.  !/'had  never  fet  my  Eyes  on  this. 
Gentleman  fince  he  locked  me  up  the  So" 
turday  before,  nor  knew  where  to  fend  to 
him  :  At  Jaft  I  heard  by  Chance,  that  he 
would  probably  be  at  a  great  Dinner  at  the 
Three  Tuns  in  Brooks-StreL't^  with  feyeral  of 
his  Brethren.  I  lent  there,  to  defire  to  fpeak  i 
with  him,  and  to  acquaint  him,  that  I  had 
my  Bail  ready  •  but  received  for  Anfwer,  That 

He 
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He  mtiji  dine  before  he  isjould  come  to  me* 
About  Four  o'  Clock  in  the  Afternoon  he 
thought  fit  to  favour  me  with  his  Com- 
pany. Upon  my  giving  him  the  Names 
of  my  Rail^  and  telling  him  where  they 
lived,  he  feemed  to  be  terribly  out  of  Hu- 
mour ;  but  told  me,  however,  in  a  very 
furly  Manner,  that  he  would  go  and  en- 
quire if  they  were  both  of  them  Houfe- 
Keepers  J  and  fubfiantial  Men.  That  no 
rime  might  be  loft,  and  feeing  him  in  fuch 
I  Humour,  I  fent  my  Servant  after  him,  to 
hew  him  where  my  Bail  lived.  My  Servant, 
[Vho  followed  him  at  a  Diftance,   oblervcd,

hat  inftead  of  going  into  the  Neighbour- 
lood  where  my  Bail  lived,  he  was  got  in- 
o  a  long  and  clofe  Confultation  with  two 
i^ellows  who  met  him  in  the  Street.  Up- 
>n  his  being  put  in  mind,  at  laft,  that  he 
rafted  a  great  deal  of  Time^  that  Night 
7as  coming  on,  and  that  I  was  defirous  to 
bay  no  longer  in  that  filthy  Place  where  I 
/as  confined,  my  Servant   was   huffed   for 
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being  m_pert'ment^  and  fent  away  with   this* 
Anfwer,  That  he  knew  well  enough  his  own 
Btifinefs^  and  what  he  had  to  do,     I  was 
not  a  little  uneafy   at  his  flaying    fo  long, 
and  much   more  io  when,  upon  my  telling 
the  Tiim-Key^  that  I  refolved  to  leave  him 
and  his  Miftrcfs   that  Night  ;   the   Fellow 
anfwered,  That  was  hnpoffible  ;  becaufe   no 
Bujinefs  could  be  done^  nor  any  Bail  taken ' 
after  Six  o'  Clock^  when  the  Sheriff'^j-Offce- 
was  ^mt  up  y  and  that  though  I  gave  Bail 
to   this  Ail  1071 J  they  would  not  releafe  me. 
till  they  had  fearched  the  Office^  to  fee  if 
there  were  no  more  JVrits  againfl  me.     He. 
fpoke  thefe  Words   with  lb  much  Confu-/ 
iion,  and  changed  his  Colour  while  he  was^ 
Ipeaking  to  me  in  fo   remarkable  a  Man- 1 
ner,  that  fonie  Perfcns  who  were  with  me, 
could  not  help  taking  particular  Notice  of  it. 
I  knew  very  well  that  there  was   no  other 
Writ  againft  me ;  however,  as  I  faw  plain- 
ly   there  was   a  Dcfgn    laid    to    keep  me 
longer   in  a  Place  where    I   could  have  no 

Sleep 
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Slee/^,    and  where  I    would  not    liave  flsid 
another  Night  for   a  good  deal  of  Money ; 
I  fent  immediately  to  an  Attorney  of  Cre- 
dit, who  does  Bufinefs   for  me,  to  defire  I 
might  fee  him  as  foon  as  poffible  .  He  was 
out  of  Town  himfelf ;    but  his  chief  Clerk 
came  directly  to  me,  by  whom  I  immediately 
fent  a  Letter  to  the  Sherijps  Cffice,  directed 
to  the  Under-Sheriff,  or  fome  of  his  Clerks. 
I  acquainted  them^  that  though  I  had  Bail 
ready  to  give  to  an  A6lion  in  which  I  was 
arretted,  1  apprehended  there  was  a  Defign 
laid  to  keep  me   longer   in  Confinement  in 
a  Houfc  I  did  not  like ;  and  therefore  I  de- 
manded to  have  my  Bail  taken  that   Night. 
I  have    reafon  to  believe,   that  my  Letter 
produced  a  good  EffeB  ;  for  my  Attorney's 
Clerk    brought    me  Word,    that    my    Bail 
ftiould  be  taken  that  Ntght  ;  and,   foon  af- 
ter this,  the  Bailiff  himfelf  made  his  Ap- 
pearance.    Tlic  Bail  I  had  propofed  to  him 
was  a  very  fober  and  fublVantial  Tradefman, 
one   who  is  free  of  the  Goldfmiths  Com- 
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pany,  has  been  a  Houfe-Keeper  twenty- four 

Years  in  the  Parifh  of  Sl  Bride^s  ;  and  who, 

I  believe  I  may    aver,  does  not  owe  twenty 

Shillings  in  the  World  :  Befides  what  he  gets 

himfelf,  his  Wife  is  an  eminent  Midwife,  and 

has  as  much  Bufinefs  in  her  Way,  as  moll  of 

her  ProfclTion  in  all  London.      I  propofcd 

this  Man,  and  his  Only  Son  for  my  two  Bail* 

His  Son  has  kept  a  Shop,  and  lived  in  a  Houfe 

fe^arate  from  his  Father,  in  the  fame  Parifh, 

for  about  eight  Yt2ixs.  The  Young  Fellow  is 

free  both  of  the  Goldfmiths^  and   the  Silk- 

Weavers  Company  :  He  married  a  very  good 

Woman  fome  Years  fince,  with  whom  he  had 

about  four  hundred    Toitnds^     has     never 

had    a    Child,  and   is    not  in    Debt.     My 

Bailiff   told   me,    he    would    accept  of  the 

Father  ^  Bail,  but  would  not  take  the  Sofi^. 

I  muft  obfcrve  to  you,  Sir,  that  the  whole 

pretended    Debt,  for  which  I  was  arrefled, 

was  but   thirty  Toiinds  ;  and   I   believe   I 

may   afiirm,    that   the  Father's  JVcrd  alone, 

would  pafs  every   Day  for  five  Times  this 

Sum. 
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Sum.  I  now  plainly  faw,  that  the  People 
who  had  me  in  their  Hands,  had  laid  a  De- 
fign  to  keep  me  longer  in  Confinement.  To 
what  End  this  Defign  was  laid,  I  fhall  not 
pretend  to  determine  :  I  refblved,  however, 
to  baulk  it  ;  and  therefore;,  upon  the  BailifF^s 
refufmg  one  of  my  Bail,  I  immediately  of- 
fered him  another  very  fubftantial  Tradef- 
man,  who  lives  near  the  Hay-Market ^  and  is 
well  known  to  be  worth  fomc  Thoufands  of 
bounds,  I  had  now  got  a  pretty  many 
People  about  me  to  be  Witnejfes  to  the  Bai- 
liff's Behaviour^  who  had  not  quite  Aflli- 
rance  enough  before  fb  much  Company,  to 
refufe  accepting  the  Bail  I  offered  him ;  fo 
that  at  laft  he  gave  my  Attorney's  Clerk 
Leave  to  fill  up  a  Bail-Bond.  While  my 
Attorney's  Clerk  (who  has  been  feveralYears 
out  of  his  Time,  and  is  thought  to  under- 
ftand  his  Bufmcis,)  was  filling  up  the  Bond, 
he  was  interrupted  fcveral  Times  by  a  young 
Spark,  whom  the  Bailiff  had  brought  with 
him,   and  who,  as  I  conceived,   made  feve- 

ral 
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ral  needlefs  and  frivolous  Objevftions  to  the 
Form  of  the   Bond.    Upon  my  defiring  this 
Gentleman  to  let  me  know  who  or  what  he 
was,  I  could  get  no  other  Anfwer  from  him 
at  firil,  than  that  he  '■juas  a  Man  :  At  laft, 
he  vouchfafed  to  confefs  he  was  an  Attor- 
>^EY ;  and  at    the  fame  Time  begun  to  treat 
me,  andfome  other  Pcrfons  in  the  Room,  in  a 
very  extraordinaryManner  :  He  condefcended 
to  give  me  no  other  Language,  than  Thee  and 
Ihoit,     Upon  my  telling  him,  /  believed  my 
Attorneys  Clerk  'mas  very  capable  of  filling  up 
c  common  Bail-Bond^  if  he  was  not  interrupt 
ed  in  his  Bufinefsj  he    immediately  replied, 
What^  do  ft  thou  pretend  to  underftand  any 
Thing  of  Bufinefs  ?  JVhat^ «  Mad  Man  !  He 
told  the  Bailiff  that  he  had  been  a  great  deal 
too  favourable  to  me ;  and  that  he  ought  to 
have  carried  me  diredly  to  Newgate^  and  to 
have  locked  me  up  there.     He  told  me,  that 
if  I  intended  to  infill  upon  my  Privilege,  as 
the  Earl  of  Orrerfs  Secretary,  I  fhould  not 
pretend  to  give  any  Baily  but  that  I  ought 
to  lie  in  the  Houfe  I  was,  or  in  Newgate,, 

till 
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till  the  Me  ling  of  the  Parliament.  Laftly, 
he  took  upon  him  to  affirm,  that  he  'X'as  very 
iL'ell  acquainted  "-Jintb  me^  and  had  been  fe- 
ver al  Times  m  my  Company  :  though  I  take 
Almighty  God  to  witnefs,  that,  to  the  beft 
of  my  Knowledge,  I  never  favv  his  Face  in 
my  Life  till  that  Day  ;  and  am  very  confident, 
that  I  nevxr  exchanged  z.  Jingle  IVord  with 
him  before.  I  looked  upon  his  infolent 
Language  as  defigned  to  create  a  ^arrelj, 
which,  I  refolved  fhould  not  happen,  if  I 
could  help  it,  in  that  Houfe,  But  I  con- 
fcfs,  his  Aflurance  in  pretending  to  be  ac- 
quainted with  me,  gave  me  fome  Uneafinefs. 
I  have  been  lately  informed,  that  another 
Attorney^  whom  I  never  faw  or  fpokc  to  in 
my  Life,  has  had  the  Affurance  to  pretend 
the  fame  Thing,  and  to  relate  a  moft  impu- 
dent  FaljJjood^  in  a  publick  CofFee-Houfe,  of 
a  Convex fation  which  he  pretended  he  had 
with  me  in  my  own  Lodgings.  With  what 
Defign  this  is  done,  or  Avhat  thefc  Gentle- 
men are  prepared  to  fay  or  fujcar^  I  Ihali  not 

ac 
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at  prefent  endeavour  to  determine :  One 
Thing  I  take  the  Liberty  to  aflure  them, 
namely,  That  I  am  very  fenfible  of  thetick- 
lifh  Situation  I  am  in ;  and  that  I  have  long 
fince  kept  a  much  ftrider  Guard  over  all  my 
JFords  and  Aci'tons^  than  I  believe  any 
other  Mad  Man  in  ^W.  England \v2l%  done. 

My  Bail-Bond,  after  feveral  Interruptions 
and  Difputes,  was  at  laft  drawn  up,  and  exe- 
cuted •  and  I  had  now  nothing  to  do,  but 
to  pay  my  Landlady,  and  leave  her  Houfe  : 
Her  Bill  was  a  pretty  extraordinary  one: 
For  all  4he  Ale  and  Beer  which  thofe  People 
who  came  to  me  had  drank,  ihe  reckoned  me 
about  twice  as  much  as  Men  pay  at  common 
Ale-Hotifes  :  She  charged  me  Half  a  Crown 
a  Night  for  my  Bed  ;  though  I  have  known 
a  much  better  Bed  and  Room  let  for  two 
Shillings  a  Week.  I  refolved,  however,  to 
have  no  manner  oiTDiffute  with  her  about 
her  Bill :  I  paid  it  her  without  the  ledft 
Abatement ;  and  would  have  done  fo,  had 

it 
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it  been  fix  times  more  than  it  was,  rather 
than  have  ftaid  any  longer  in  a  place,  where, 
by  the  Advice  of  Icveral  of  my  Friends,  I 
never  drank  a  T>roJf  of  Liquor  till  I  had 
feen  her  Ladifhip  drink  of  it  before  me :  I 
was  fo  very  complailant  to  her,  that  I  always 
obliged  her  to  drink  tht  firji  Glafs  of  what- 
ever ftie  brought  me.  I  have  heard  a  Story, 
which,  I  am  told,  happened  not  many  Tears 
fince,  of  two  Men  who  were  under  Con- 
finement, who  were  both  very  'jvell  when 
they  fat  down  to  a  fmall  Bowl  of  Punch 
and  who  both  died  the  next  Day.  I  was 
taken  up  upon  Satttrday  Morning,  and  it 
was  pretty  late  on  Monday  Night  before 
I  got  home  to  my  Lodgings,  in  Company  of 
fome  of  my  Friends,  who  were  Witnejjes 
how  I  had  been  treated,  and  were  not  a  little 
pleafed,  that  they  had  got  me  out  of  a  very 
fufpicious  Place,  into  which  I  was  carried 
in  open  Defiance  of  the  late  Ad  of  Parlia- 
ment j  and  where  I  had  lain  two  Nights 
j  without

without  Sleeping,  You  cannot  but  obferve, 
Sir,  that  if  I  had  offered  Bail^  and  had  my 
Bail  been  ready  the  very  Moment  I  was 
locked  up,  I  could  not  poffibly  have  got 
out  of  Ccnfinement  f9oner  than  I  did  :  The 
Bailiff  and  his  Followers  ran  away  with- 
out fpeaking  a  Word  to  me,  as  foon  as  ever 
the  Key  was  turned  upon  me ;  and  I  could 
not  learn  where  he  lived,  nor  ever  faw  him 
again,  till  the  Monday  following,  about  Four 
a-Clock  in  the  Afternoon.  My  Confinement, 
one  way  or  other,  (befides  the  Prejudice  I  re- 
ceived in  my  Healthy  coft  me  almoft  as  much 
Money  as  the  pretended  Debt  for  which  I 
was  arretted  ;  and  I  will  venture  to  aHure  all 
my  Fellow-Subjccls,  that  fhould  any  of 
them  be  arreflcd  for  thirty  Tounds^  he  had 
much  better  pay  the  Money  immediately? 
(though  he  does  not  owe  the  Plaintiff  one 
Farthing,)  than  futfer  what  I  did  upon  this 
Occalion. 

Though 
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Though  I    have  been  pretty  particular 
in  giving    you  an  Account  of  this  Affair,  I 
will  not  believe  that  you  have  thought  me 
tedious :  You  have  the  Honour  to  be  one  of 
the    Rcprefentatives    of    the    Commons   of 
E?tgland i  and  I  have  heard,  that  there  was 
once  a  Time  when  Liberty  appeared  more 
valuable  in  the  Eyes  of  an  Englifljmanj  than 
even  Life  itfclf :    V/hatever  is  an  Encroach- 
ment upon  the  Liberty  of  an  EnglijJj  Sub' 
jeff^  does  certainly  demand  xhc  JlriBeJI  Iru 
fpeBion  of  a  British  Parliament :  No  Na- 
tion   in   Europe    talk  more  about  Liberty^, 
than   the  Euglijlj  ;    and  fome   People   have 
long    endeavoured  to  pcrfwade  them,    that 
that  there  arc   no   Laivs  fo  well   calculated 
for  the  Prefer vation  of  this  ineftimable  Ekf- 
ling,  as  their  o'-Ji'ti.     I  am  afraid  my  Country- 
men   have  fwallowed  down   this    Aflcrticn, 
and  taken  it  upon  Truft^  a  little  too  eafily.     I 
have  been  more  than  once  in  a  neighbouring 
Nation,  where,  we  ufually  fav  in  England^ 

'       tliC 
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the  People  are  S/aves,  I  mean,  in  France  : 
I  took  fome  little  Pains  to  examine  into  the 
French  Laws  and  Conftitution ;  and  give 
me  Leave,  Sir,  to  lay  before  you  the  Man- 
ner of  arrefting  People  for  Debt  in  that 
Kingdom. 

No  Man  in  France  can  be  arrefted  for 
T^ebt^  (if  I  have  been  rightly  informed,)  till 
the  Sum  which  it  is  pretended  he  owes,  has 
been  firft  demanded  of  him  in  a  legal  Manner, 
This  is  done,  by  affigning  or  citing  him  to 
appear  on  a  certain  Day  before  a  proper 
Magiftrate  :  He  is  not  obliged  to  obey  either 
the  Jirjl^  or  fecond  Citation  ;  but  if  he  neg- 
lects to  appear,  either  by  himfelf  or  his  At- 
torney, upon  the  third  Citation,  a  Warrant 
is  granted  to  the  Serjeant  to  arreft  him.  If  he 
appears  before  the  Magiftrite,  confefles  the 
Debt,  promifes  to  pay  it,  and  only  demands 
a  little  Time  to  difpofe  of  an  Eftate,  orlbme 
of  his  Effeds,  and  raife  the  Money,  the 
Magiftrate  will  oblige  his  Creditor  to  al- 
low 
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low  him  a  reafonahle  Time  for  this  Purpofe : 
If,  on  the  contrary,  he  denies  the  Debt,  and 
will  make  Oath,  that  the  Money  demanded 
of  him  is  not  dt(e,  he  is  at  Liberty  to  de- 
fend himfelf  by  Laiz'y  and  ftand  a  Try  a  I  with 
the  Plaintiff:  If  there  appears  to  be  the 
Icaft  Room  to  doubt ^  whether  the  Debt  is 
really  due^  or  not,  he  is  not  obliged  to  find 
Bail^  as  we  are  in  England^  nor  need  appre- 
hend being  flimg  iiito  Goal^  unlefs  he  can 
perfwadc  two  tnmcent  ^erfons^  who  have 
nothing  to  do  with  htm  or  his  Jljfatrs^  to 
become  his  Sureties^  and  run  fuch  a  Rifque, 
as  noprndent  Man  would  be  cxtreamly  fond 
of. 

If  it  plainly  appears  that  the  Debt  is  due, 
either  from  his  taking  no  Notice  of  three 
Citations,  or  ncgleding  to  pay  it  within  the 
T\mQ  \\Q ^rom'jfid  before  the  Magiftrate,  a 
Warrant  is  granted  to  a  Serjeant  to  arreft 
his  Body,   and  to  convey  it  to  Prifon.  Tliis 
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Serjeant  has  feveral  'x) tide r -Officers  called 
Archers^  who  aflift  him:  ia  the  Execution  of 
his  Office,  and  are  in  the  Nature  of  our  jS^i- 
liffs  Follo'-juers  ;  yet  neither  the  Serjeant^  nor 
any  of  his  Archer s^  dare  entc  theDwelling- 
Houfe  either  of  the  Debtor  himfelf,  or  of 
any  other  Perfon,  to  feize  his  Body.  The 
French  think  that  their  Maniion,  or  T>weU 
ling'Houfis^  ought  to  be  facred  and  invio- 
lable ;  and  that  if  a  Man  will  be  content 
never  to  llir  abroad,  and  make  his  own  Houfe 
his  Prilbn,  he  is  fufficiently  puniftied.  A 
Debtor  may  Hand  in  his  own  Houfe,  with 
all  his  Doors  and  Windows  open,  and  defy 
a  Serjeant  ^nd  all  his  Archers  to  meddle  with 
him.  The  French  have  no  manner  of  No- 
tion of  fufTeringyz/fZ?  Creatures  to  rufh  into 
Mens  Houfes,  feize  upon  their  ^erfins^  and 
caufe  either  their  Wives  to  mifcarry,  or  their 
innocent  Children  to  fall  into  Fits.  No, 
Sir,  the  Privilege  to  be  dragged  out  of  their 
own   Houfes,  to    be  torn  from  the  Arms  of 

their 
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their  Wives,  their  Children,  or  deareft  Friends, 
(and,  perhaps,  after  all,  for  a  pretended 
^ebt^  is  a  BleJJing  referred  for  Free-born 
Engl't(l:men^  and  for  that  happy  liland, 
where,  the  Learned  Mr.  Osborii  afllires  us, 
^^  Liberty  is  in  its  Afiendant ;  and  where 
*"'"  we  enjoy  it  in  as  much  Verfe^ion  as 
*■'"  Human  Nature  is  capable  of,''  I  had 
the  Honour,  as  I  once  eftcemcd  it,  to  be 
born  an  Englijh  Getttleman ;  yet  give  me 
Leave,  to  aflurc  you.  Sir,  that  if  I  had  been 
but  a  Cobler  in  France^  I  Ihould  never  have 
been  treated  in  the  Manner  I  have  lately 
been. 

Thus  much  farther  ;  I  have  been  alTured, 
that  in  every  City  of  France^  the  Serjeant  or 
Serjeants  belonging  to  that  City,  have  a  par- 
ticular Drefs  or  Habit^  whicli  they  arc  obli- 
ged to  wear  when  they  arrcft  any  Man  ; 
and  that  fhould  they  offer  to  carry  the 
meaneft  Frenchman  to  a  Piif jn  without  ap- 
E  2  pcaring 
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pealing  in  their  proper  Habit,  he  is  not 
obliged  to  know  who  they  are ;  and  that 
if  he  fhould  run  them  through  the  Body, 
inftead  of  fubmitting  to  their  Arreft,  he 
could  not  be  punifhed  for  fo  doing.  It 
may,  perhaps,  one  Day  be  confidered  by  a 
Brit'tjlj  Parliament,  how  far  it  is  reafonable 
to  fubjed  the  Body  of  an  Englijhman^  and 
frequently  of  a  Gentleman  d  Worth  and 
Fafhion,  to  the  Cuftody  of  fuch  Fellows  as 
have  very  often  all  the  Appearances^  at 
leaft,  of  Robbers  and  Cut-Throats.  It  is  no- 
torioufly  known,  that  many  of  thcfe  Fellows 
have  nothing  to  loofe,  and  will  hardly  ftick 
at  any  Thing  to  get  a  Piece  of  Money.  How 
capable  fuch  Creatures  are  of  being  made 
Injlriiments  of  Revenge  to  any  rich  and 
fojuerful  Man,  I  fhall  leave  to  the  Confide- 
lation  of  you  and  my  Readers.  Upon  com- 
paring the  Manner  of  arrefling  Men  for 
Debt  in  France,  with  the  Practice  among 
ourfelves,  you  may  likcwilc  determine,  whe- 
ther 
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ther  the  Method  ufed  with  French  Slaves 
or  Freeborn  Englilhmen  is  moft  agreeable 
to  the  Maxims  of  Liberty. 

Though  my  Countrymen  have  many 
good  Qualities,  I  have  often  thought  them 
a  little  too  apt  to  take  a  Parcel  of  empty 
Names  for  real  Things^  and  a  little  too 
fond  of  any  Cuftoms  that  have  once  obtained 
among  them.  Perhaps,  if  they  would  but 
give  themfelves  the  Trouble  to  look  into 
the  Laws  and  Cuftoms  of  fome  Nationsi 
who,  they  now  take  it  for  granted,  live  in 
a  State  of  Slavery^  they  would  find,  at  leaft, 
fime  of  thofe  Laws  and  Cuftoms  much  bet- 
ter calculated  than  their  own^  for  the  real 
Confcrvation  both  of  Liberty  and  Property. 
But  I  ftiall  leave  a  Subjed,  at  prefent,  which 
would  otherwife  carry  me  much  farther  than 
\  intend  to  go. 

E  5  Th^ 
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The  WifHom  of  your  Houfe  has  put 
fome  Check  to  vexatious  at.id  frivolous  Ar- 
rejisy  which  were  grown  to  fo  Jcandaloits  a 
Height,  as,  I  believe,  I  may  av^er,  no  Na- 
tion upon  Earth ,  befides  ourfelves,  ever 
faw.  I  am  humbly  of  Opinion,  that  before 
fbme  late  Ads  of  Parliament,  there  were 
more  Robberies  committed  under  the  Mask  of 
Arrefts  in  one  Year,  than  ail  the  Highway- 
men and  Street-Robbers  in  England^  put  to- 
gether, ever  yet  committed  in  ^t'^  Years. 

Though  it  may  not  be  io  fafe  to  cen- 
fure  any  Proceedings  which  have  yet  the 
Sanation  of  the  Law^  I  hope  we  may  be  al- 
lowed to  make  a  little  free  with  iwQ)i\Abufes^ 
as  the  Wifdom  of  our  Parliament  has  thought 
proper  to  put  an  End  to.  I  believe  our  Po- 
fterity,  a  few  Ages  hence,  will  hardly  think 
it  credible,  that  their  Anceftors  could  be 
fuch  a  Pack   of  eajy   Foolsy  as  tamely    to 

fubmit 
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ifubmit   to  have    the  Proceedings    in    their 
Courts  of  yuftkCj  upon  whici.  their  Lives^ 
Li'tberties y  and    T^roperties^  daily  depended, 
carried  on  in  a  foreign  Language.     Had  fhch 
Proceedings  been  carried  on    in   any  Lan- 
guage at  all^  there  might,  however,  perhaps, 
have  been    fomething  faid  for   them  ;    but 
how  infinitely   will  Pofterity   be  furprized, 
when  they   are  informed  that  our  Lazvyers 
Latin    was   a   fort  of  Jargon  invented    by 
themfelves  I  and  which  neither  is,   or  ever 
was  fpoke  by  any  Nation  under   the  Sun  ! 
That  it  was  ^Compound o^  feveral Languages 
jumbled  together,  after    the  moft  monjirous 
Manner^  and  in  which  it  was  extreamly  dif- 
ficult (to  fay  no  more)  for  the  great eji  'Pro. 
ficient  to  exprefs  himfelf  in  fo  clear  3.  Man- 
ner,   but  that    another    learned  Gentleman 
might  make   him  fay   what  he   never  once 
thought  of,  or  intended  !  That  fhould  7"«//)/ 
himfelf,  who  was  the  greateft  La'dijyer  and 
Orator  in  Rome^    rife   from   the  Dead,  he

would  no  more  underftand  this  Gibheri^,^ 
than  feveral  of  thofe  learned  Qentlemeity 
who  are  ihe  greateft  Maftcrs  of  it,  do  any 
of  his  Orations  ! 

I  CANNOT  help  obferving  in  this  PkcCj 
that  the  Lawyers  French  is  juft  as/»r^  and 
as  elegant  as  their  Latin.  1  believe  I  need 
not  inform  you,  Sir,  how  far  the  French 
Tongue  has  extended  itfelf  of  late  Years : 
The  Arms  of  Lewis  the  Great,  and  the 
Beauties  of  the  Tongue  itfelf,  have  intro- 
duced it  among  moft  Nations  ;  I  can  aver, 
upon  my  own  Knowledge,  that  there  is  no 
other  Tongue  fpoke  at  the  Courts  of  feve- 
ral Princes  in  Germany.  In  ihort,  every 
Body  linows,  that  the  mod  important  Af- 
fairs have,  for  fome  Time  pall,  by  a  Ibrt  of 
tacite  Agreement  among  moft  Nations,  beco 
tranfacled  in  French  \  and  that  this  Tongue 
is  a  Tajfe-^ar-totit^  or  Majier-Key^  by  the 
Help  of  which  a  Man  may  travel  with  Tlea- 

fure 
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Jfire  and  Trofit  over  all  Europe.  As  no 
Body,  therefore,  can  tell  how  loon  he  may 
have  Occafion  to  converie  with  Foreigners^ 
nothing  can  be  more  defirable  than  to  fpcak 
French  :  But  that  Jargon  which  the  Law- 
yers call  French^  and  in  which  fo  many  of 
their  Reports  are  wrote,  is  fo  far  from  being 
a  Step  towards  fpeaking  the  French  which  is 
fpoke  at  ^arts^  that  a  Man  who  has  been  a 
good  deal  converfant  in  the  firft  fort  of 
Gihberijb^  (if  he  has  not  a  clearer  Head 
than  moft  Men  have,)  will  never  be  able  af- 
terwards to  fpeak  or  write  French  well. 

The  myjlerious  Tart  of  any  Profeflion  is, 

generally  fpeaking,  the  'i:;orfi  'Part  of  that 

ProfefTion,   and  defigned  as  a  Cloak,  to  cover 

fomtth'ing  which  will  not  fo  well   bear  the 

Light. 

Thus  far,    I  think,  we  may   venture  to 

aflert.  That  Law  always  ought  to  be  found- 

1  ed 
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ed  upon  .Reafon  \  and  that  when  ever  it  ig 
built  upon  any  other  ^rinc'iples^  it  is  no- 
thing more  than  a  formal  and  fpecious  In- 
Jlrument  for  Men  in  ^oizer  to  commit  the 
blackeft  Crimes^  not  only  with  Imf  unity ^  but 
in  fuch  a  Manner,  as  fhall  frequently  deceive 
'vulgar  Eyes, 

I  HAVE   the  utmoft  Refpeci:  for  the  Tro- 
fejjion   of  the  Law^  to  which  I  was  bred, 
and  which  is  certainly  in  it  felf  highly  ve- 
nerable.    I  am  likewiie  convinced,  that  feme 
of  its  ^rofejfors  arc  Men  of  great  Integrity 
and  Abilitii^  and  are  heartily  afhamed   of 
the  Abufes  which  have  crepp'd  into  it.  I  think 
I  do  know  fomething  of  the  Laws  and  Con- 
fiitution  of  England  :  If  I  do  not,  it  is  cer- 
tain that  I  have  fpent  a  pretty  deal  of  Time 
to  little  Purpofe  ;  but  it  is  with  great  Grief 
of  Heart,   Sir,  and  a  real  Concern  for  my 
poor  Fellow-Subje£ts,  that  1  am  able  to  fay, 
I  could  lay  before  you  a  Catalogue  of  fome 

Things 
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Things  which  have  long  had  the  Sandion  of 
Cnjioniy  and  bore  the  venerable  Name  pf 
LegalTrocee  dings  '^  but  which,  lam  afraid,  I 
might  fafely  defy  all  the  Sages  of  the  Pro- 
feflion,  put  together,  to  reconcile  either  to 
Reafon^  Jujike^  or  Common  Senfcj  and 
which  evidently  fpring  from  a  certain  Rooty 
which  I  do  no^  at  prelcnt  think  fit  to  men- 
tion. 

I  BELIEVE  moft  Men  of  Scnfe  begin  to 
perceive  that  our  I^aw  wants  a  Reformat iony 
almoft  as  much  as  ever  our  Religion  did* 
The  Wifdom  of  your  Houfe  has  given  a 
fmall  Check  to  fome  flagrant  Abufes  ;  yet 
give  me  leave  to  fay.  Sir,  that  as  Things  are 
circumftanced,  I  am  afraid  you  will  find 
infuperable  Difficulties  in  reforming  the 
'pra^fice  of  the  Law^  unlefs  fome  Gentle- 
men of  the  Long  Robe,  who  have  a  more 
open  and  jufl  Way  of  thinking,  than  moft 
of  their  Brethren  can  ever  fail  into,  willgc- 

ncroufly 
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neroufly  and    hcaitily   lend   you  their  yf/^ 
Jijfance. 


In  the  making  all  future  Laws^  it  is 
to  be  hoped,  Sir,  that  you  will  have  the 
tendereft  Regard  for  the  Liberties  and  ^ro. 
ferties  of  your  Fellow- Subjeds.  If  a  Bri^ 
iijlj  Parliament  can  cither  he^r  or  fee^  with 
'Patience^  that  the  meaneft  Englijhman  is 
unjuftly  deprived  of  his  Liberty  or  ^ro- 
f>erty^  no  Man  can  anfwer  for  the  Confe- 
quence,  or  jcnow  how  far  the  Evil  may 
fpread . 

I  HAVE  already  obferved,  in  mylirfl:  Let- 
ter  to  you,  that  no  Nation  upon  Earth 
ought  to  dread  the  having  a  bad  Precedent 
made  in  a  Cafe  of  Liberty  and  Property^ 
fo  much  as  the  English.  Our  Proceedings 
in  Courts  of  Juftice  are  extreamly  governed 
(perhaps  a  little  too  much)  by  Precedents  : 
Our  J-udges  and  Juries  have  often  thought 

it 
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it  a  fufficient  Defence  of  very  extraordina- 
ry Actions,  if  they  could  but  prove  that 
fomething  of  the  like  Kind,  which  pafled 
uncenfiired,  was  done  before  in  a  Cafe  of 
the  fame  Nature.  How  careful,  therefore, 
ought  a  Brit'tflj  Parliament  to  be,  that  no 
Wound  be  given  to  Liberty  or  'Property  ! 

The  French  Nation  before  the  Adminiflra- 
tion  of  Cardinal  Rkhlieu  was  as  free^  and 
as  fond  of  Liberty^  as  a  People  could  well 
be,  who  lived  under  Kingly  Government : 
I  met  with  a  Story  in  one  of  their  Writers, 
with  which  I  was  particularly  pleafed,  and 
which,  to  the  bell  of  my  Remembrance,  was 
as  follows : 

Henry  tlie  Fourth  made  a  more  confider- 
able  Figure,  than  any  Prince  who  had  iat 
before  him  upon  the  Throne  of  France. 
The  many  Victories  he  obtained,  juftly  cn^ 
titled   him  to  the  Sirnamc  of  Great^    whicli 

he 
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he  ftill  enjoys.  He  ait  laft  furmoiinted  all 
thofe  difficulties  which  Fortune  feemed  to 
fiing  ia  his  Way,  as  fo  many  Trials  of  his 
Courage  and  dexterity,  A  long  Series  of 
Adverfity  gave  him  that  Experience^  and 
thofe  Accomplijhments^  which  Princes  feldom 
learn  in  any  other  School.  His  Affability 
and  fVit  gained  him  the  AjfeBion  and  EJIeem 
of  all  his  Subjects  :  His  Bounties  and  Ge- 
fierojuy  to  Men  of  Merit  were  fuch,  as 
truly  became  a  great  King.  In  a  Word,  he 
had  a  thoufand  amiable  Qiialities  in  him  \ 
but  would  now  and  then  be  hurried  away 
by  a  fudden  Start  of  '^Paffion.  As  he  came 
home  one  Day  from  Hunting,  and  one  of 
his  Equeries  was  pulling  of  his  Boots,  the 
young  Fellow,  either  by  Chance,  or  through 
Carelelfnefs,  gave  his  Leg  fuch  a  Wrench, 
that  the  King,  who  was  hardly  recovered 
from  a  Fit  of  the  Goiit^  could  not  forbear 
crying  out,  and  at  the  fame  Time  gave  the 
Perfon    who    cccafioned    his    Anguifh     a 

found 
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Ibund  Box  on  the  Ear.  The  young  Fellow, 
who  was  thus  ftruck,  happened  to  be  a  Gentle- 
man  by  Birth  :  The  Thing  was  no  fooner 
known,  than  all  the  Nobility  and  Gentlemen 
in  France  unanimoufly  declared.  That  they 
could  not  in  Honour  appear  before  his  Ma- 
jelly,  till  he  had  made  the  Pcrfon  whom  he 
had  ftruck  fome  Reparation^  and  fhewn  the 
World,  that  it  was  not  his  Opinion  that  a 
French  Gentleman  ought  to  be  fubjed  to  a 
Blo'ujy  even  from  the  Hand  of  his  King, 
They  ftaid  from  Court  fome  Days  \  till 
at  laft  this  generous  Prince,  who  im  his 
Heart  could  not  be  difplcafed  at  the  Spirit 
the  Gentlemen  of  his  Kingdom  fiiewed  upon 
this  Occafion,  was  content,  in  a  Manner,  to 
ask  Pardon  of  his  own  Servant  for  what  he 
had  donej  and  by  this  finglc  Ad  of  Huma- 
nity and  Condefienjion^  gained  not  only  the 
Affeifion^  but  even  the  Refpe^  of  his  Sub- 
jcds,  much  more  than  he  could  poilibly 
have  done  by  a  thoulhnd  Inftances  o'iTride 
^n&Tyraimy.  Give 
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Give  me  Leave  to  fay,  Sir,  That  in  my 
humble  Opinion  the  Gentlemen  of  France 
exerted  the  true  Spirit  of  Liberty  upon  this 
Occafion ;    fince  this   Spirit    of  Liberty  is 
always   extreamly  jealous   of  the  leaft  En- 
croachment that   is   made  upon  her  :  I  beg 
Leave  to  fay  farther.  That  whenever  a  cer- 
tain felfijlj  'Principle  comes   to  prevail  in  a 
Nation,  namely,  That  no  Man  is  bound  td 
take  care  of  more  than  Number  One,  mean- 
ing  bis   cjun  dear  Self  that  Nation  is  tho- 
roughly   ripe  for  Slavery  and  'Defiru6iioni, 
One  would  imagine  that  fo  mean  a  Principle 
as  this,  could  never  enter  into  the  Hearts  of 
any  but  Vfurers^  Ta'-jun- Brokers^  2Lnd  Stocks 
Jobbers^  who  have  been  accuftomed  to  live 
by  the  T)eftruBion  of  their  Feilow-Cretures^ 
and  are  not  fcnfible  what  is  meant  by  Covt' 
fajfion  for  the  Sufferings  of  another  Perfon. 
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I  WILL  venture,  however,  to  affirm,  That 
even  thefc  Gentlemen,  at  long  rurij  will 
not  find  they  have  aded  fo  cunning  and  fo 
prudent  a  Part  as  they  imagined.  When 
ever  Slavery  comes  upon  any  Nation,  every 
Family  in  that  Nation,  will,  one  Day  or 
other,  feelthedifmal  EfFeds  of  it.  All  that 
the  moft  cunning,  the  moft  cowardly,  and 
wary  People  can  exped,  is  no  other  Favour 
than  what  was  granted  to  'Ulyjfes  in  the 
Den  of  'Polyphemus^  namely,  That  he 
ihould  be  one  of  the  lajl  Perfons  who  was 
devoured  :  A  Precedent  made  in  the  Cafe  of 
a  Cobler.  will  at  laft  reach  to  a  T)uke . 
4nd  however  worthlefs  I  am,  the  fame  Me- 
thods which  are  ufed  to  ruin  or  deftroy  me, 
(if  they  pafs  uncenfured  and  uuexpojed^) 
njay  one  Day  be  employed  againll  the  beft 
and  moft  valuable  Men  in  Great  Sri- 
tmn»

You  have  very  lately  pafled  fomc  good

for  the  Relief  of  T>ebtors^  "Ji-ith  Refpe^f  to 
the  Imfrifonment  of  their  ''Pcrfons^  is  evaded 
and  broke  through.  By  good  Fortune  I  am 
able  to  prove  the  fcveral  Particulars  I  have 
mentioned,  by  a  great  Number  of  Wit- 
neflcs. 

Call  me,  Sir,  if  you  pleafe,  to  the  Bar 
of  yourHoufe.  If  I  am  not  able  to  prove 
what  1  have  affirmed,  I  am  ready  to  under- 
go any  Punifhment.  If  I  can  prove  it,  and 
my  Sufferings  Ihould  be  the  happy  Means 
to  prevent  any  of  my  Fellow-Subjects  for 
the  future  from  being  treated  in  the  fame 
Manner,  I  fhall  think  this  Letter  not  wrote 
in  vain^  and  fhall  even  look  upon  the  Ufagc 
I  have  met  with  as  a  lucky  Accident. 

I  know  very  well,  Sir,  th.u  by  the  Ad 
of  Parliament  above  mentioned,  I  have  a 
Remedy  at  ha'iJU  againft  the   Bailiff  who  ar- 

F  2  leited 
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rcfted  me  ;  yet  if  he  had  a  Tromife  to  be 
indemnified  in  what  he  did  by  fome  great 
and  powerful  Man^  I  am  of  Opinion,  he 
will  heartily  defpife  my  Trofecution^  and, 
perhaps,  will  not  even  defpair  to  get  the 
Better  of  me  upon  a  Tryal.  If  he  had  no 
fjch  Promife,  I  have  already  informed  you, 
that  I  cannot  learn  where  he  lives,  and  that 
every  Body  fays,  he  is  not  worth  a  Groat ; 
fo  that,  fhould  I  fiie  a  Beggar^  I  might  very 
poifibly  make  good  our  Englijh  Proverb,  and 
catch  a  Loufe. 

Besides  the  Injury  done  to  me,  the  Ac- 
tion he  has  committed  is  a  Violation  of  the 
jujl  and  legal  T^rivilcges  of  the  Peerage  of 
England.  As  to  this  Part  of  his  Offence,  I 
am  very  confident  the  Earl  of  Orrery  will

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I  CAN  truly  affirm,  that  my  Misfortunes 
have  not  been  ovvlng  to  my  Vices  or  Ex- 
travagance :  I  never  affected  Shew  or  Gran- 
deur \  and  though  my  Eftate  was  not  a  large 
one,  it  was  fufficient  to  havefupplied  all  my 
Wants.     I  am  very  fare,  that  all  the  Tradef- 
men  I  formerly  dealt    with  will  allow  me 
to  have  been  a  molt  exact  and  punctual  'Pay- 
majier  ;  and  (to  give  thefe  honeft  Men  their 
Due)  there  is  not  one  of  them  all  who  has 
brought  2iXiAdiion  againft  me  fince  my  M'tf- 
fortunes.    They  are,  I  believe,  fenfible,  that 
I  am  almoft  as  uneafy  to  think   I  owe  them 
any  Thing,  as  they  themfelves  can  be.

Man  \  and  that  by  the  Method  he  is  ta- 
king, the  Overplus  of  my  Eftates,  after  he 
is  paid,  muft  be  all  eat  up  andconfumcd  by 
an  Attorneys  Bill^  and  the  Exfences  of  the 
Law,  The  only  Favour  I  humbly  defire 
of  this  Gentleman,  is.

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I  SHALL  venture  to  affirm,  Sir,  That  any 
Man,  with  an  Eftate  oi'tn  thoufand  Toiinds 
^er  Amium^  might  be  ruined  by  fuch  Me- 
thods as  I  have  fhewn  you  have  been  taken 
to  dcfiroy  me.     Notwithftanding  all  which, 
1  had  not  been  fo  loon  run  into    a   Goal, 
if  fome  Money,  which    a  ceftdin    ^erfon 
Tcry  well  knows  is  juftly  due  to  me  from  the 
Crown,    had  not  been  kept  from  me.     The 
im^orPant  Services  I  have  done  the  lUuftri- 
ous  Houle  of  Hanover^  and  my  Behaviour
